The Pacific mail, via San Francisco, brings advices to the 22n 
August, eight days later than those by the present French muil. 
The P. and O. mail from London, June 28, arrived out on the 10th, 
and the following French mail of July 5 on the 19th August. 
The following summary of news is from the Japan Mail and 
Japan Herald :— 

The authenticity of the reply of the Koreans to the despatch 
of the Japanese, sent some three years ago, demanding payment 
of the arrears of tribute, as published in the Mishkin Shinjish’, 
has been denied by the Foreign Office, which states that those who 
have read it are to consider it untrue, inasmuch as the Mikado 
sent a letter to the Korea tbree years ago, but as yet no answer 
has been received. The official denial ia discredited. ; 

On the 15th Aug. quite unexpectedly, his Imperial Majesty 
the Mikado visited Yokohoma, no intimation of his intended call 
being received by the Saibansho officials until he had almost 
actually landed. The first boat reached the hatoba just in time 
to despatch a messenger to the acting governor informing him of 
it. Oye Tak, accompanied by another gentleman, then repaired 
to the landing place, and reccived his Majesty. The Mikado left 
the Joshin Maru in his launch, accompanied by his chief cham- 
berlain, Toku Dai Jikunaiki; second chamberlain, Yoshikunai 
Shoyu ; and the lord high admiral, Kawamura Shoyu, and reached 
the hatoba shortly before eleven. In the bow of the boat was an 
officer officiating as flag bearer, displaying the Imperial ensign. 
His Majesty was dressed in European diplomatic style —dress 
coat, with the tails lined with rich purple silk, black beaver 
cocked hat, with the Imperial bird in gold on either side, 
pants with very broad gold stripes down the side, and 
the usual dress sword. His staff, consisting of ten 
After landing, 
which was not attended by any official coremony, in consequence 
of the visit being made unexpectedly, his Majesty, accompa- 
nied by Oye Tak, passed through the Custom-house, and 
made his way to the Saibansho, followed by his suite, flag- 
bearer, and two attendants carrying a large box covered with 

reen damascene embroidered in white with chrysanthemums. 

he entry to the Saibansho was devoid of any pomp, inasmuch as 
it was made by the back entrance. The Mikado was the: con- 
ducted to private apartments, where some slight refreshment, 
consisting of ice-croams and cakes, was partaken of. No presen- 
tations whatever were made. His Majesty and party left by 
special train for Yedo the same afternoon. The Kanagawa fort 
fired several royal salutes. . 

Mutzu, Governor of Ganagawa, has been invested with the 
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title of Sozyai-no-kami, which, translated, means Governor of 
Customs. . 

The following extraordinary letter, directed against the pro- 
gressive policy of the Japanese Government, has been addressed 
to the Mikado by Jiusanimi Hisamitau, an ex-official of the 
Government, who has from time to time evinced great opposition 
to the admission of foreigners. aes ; ue 

The establishment of national principles of action and the execution 
of the laws, The adoption of a system of dress and strict regulation 
of the outward man. The reform of learning. The careful selection 
of human talent, The careful conduct of foreign relations and the es- 
tablishment of a clear distinction between the rights of Japanese and 
foreigners. The cultivation of a military spirit and the reform of the 
army laws. The establishment of a clear distinction between the rights 
of noble and mean. The banishment of greed, the prizing of virtue, 
the rejection of deceitful arts and the revcrencing ot truthfulness, The 
strict prohibition of debauchery and the ostablishment of a strongly 
marked line between the sexes. The right of all to address the Sove- 
reign. The careful judgment of disputes and rightful apportioning of 
reward and punishment. The lightening of taxes and the abatement 
of burdens. The careful calculation of income and expenditure. 

The above contains a summary of the opinions held by your Ma- 
jesty’s servant during many years, and he entertained them at the time 
of bis short visit to the capiial fuur years ago (1869), but finding no 
convenient opportunity for expressing them, and not being faveured 
either with your Majesty's gracious interrogation, he was obliged to be 
silent. But now he bas, in your Majesty’s tour, been fortunate enough 
to worship the heavenly countenance, anil he can no longer refrain 
from giving vent to his humble sentiments. In this critical moment 
he can no longer sit by and look on with indifference at passing events, 
and though he is convinced that your Majesty cannot adopt his retro- 
grade and onenlightened views, still he feels that a convenient occasion 
will perhaps never offer itself again, and he ventures to make this ab- 
ript representation. He most hnmbly apologises ‘or his audacity, but 
the fact is that by your Majesty’s present system of government the 
fortunes of this country are daily declining; the Imperial line which 
should Jast for ever and ever is in danger of falling in.o the vice called 
republicanism, and he can see aa clearly as in a mirror that Japan will 
eventually become a dependency of the Western barbarians. He can 
only sigh and weep. 

The judgment of Sir Edmund Hornby in the case of Findlay, 
Richandson and Co. v. Pitman and Oo., which was decided a short 
time since by Mr. Acting Assistant Judge Hannen, from whose 
decision the defendants wished to appeal, is that no appeal can be 
made from the Supreme Court, except to the Privy Council. The 
effect of the decision is of high importance to British subjects in 
Yokohama, inasmuch.-as it affirms that the Court here is not 
a Supreme, but a provincial, Court under the jurisdiction of Her 
Majesty’s Assistant Judge. 

A Peruvian barque, the Maria Luz, with coolies from Macao 
bound to Peru, has been driven here by stress of weather, an 
having completed repairs, was just about proceeding to sea, when 
one of the coolies, wishing to escape from the ship, jumped over- 
board to swim ashore, but, getting exhausted, he could get no 
further than H.B.M.’s ship Jron Duke, where, being observed, 
he was picked up and carried on board, praying for protection. 
Ile was handed over to the Japanese authorities, who sent him 
on board the barque again. The captain then beat him, and cut off 
his queue for attempting to escape. This coming tothe knowledge 
of Mr. Watson, H.B.M.’s Charge @ Affaires, an investigation into 
the matter was suggested by him to the Japanese Government. 
Since then others have attempted to escape in the same man- 
ner. The song Gorerner has been engaged in the matter for 
several days in the Japanese Court, the evidence of those coolies 
examived showing that they have been badly treated and in- 
sufficiently fed. One man had been forcibly conveyed to the 
ship, confined in irons in the hold,and starved and threatened 
with a revolver, but had persistently refused to sign an agree- 
ment to proceed in the ship. He had been kept in irons during 
the entire voyage. Another man who had also refused to sign an, 
agreement declared that his “chop” appearing on such a docu- 
ment was a forgery. Other evidence elicited proved conclusively 
that measures of the worst kind were resorted to in order to 
entrap the coolies on board, and punishments of great severity 
have been inflicted upon those of them who attempted their 
escape. Several more coolies have yet to be examined. The 
captain has meanwhile protested against the detention of the 
ship, and has notified the authorities that he shall hold them 
liable to the extent of $100 for every day that his ship is de- 
tained. 

Apropos cf this matter the editor of the Japan Mail has been 
indulging in severe strictures, and has been called upon to give 
an apology and to publish a retraction. This was refused, and 
the captain instituted a libel suit against the editor of that 
journal, but the suit was subsequently withdrawn, the captain 
apparently choosing to submit to the imputations of the journal 
rather than submit his conduct to investigation in an English 
court. 

It is stated that when the members of the Japanese Embassy 
presented themselves at Washington, they produced a form of 
treaty for acceptance by the American Government, which did 
not meet Mr, Fish’s approval. On behalf of America, Mr. Fish 
in turn submitted a draft treaty, to which the Japanese were 
not disposed to agree, or had not sufficient powers. Since which 
we learn that some concessions have been made on the part of 
both, but their precise nature has not yet been divulged. 
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The Tunisian steamer, Sadkia, which has been the cause of so 
many lawsuits, as reported in our last issue, was sold on the 8th 
August under a writ of sale by the Japanese Government to 
satisfy judgments. The bidding up to $40,000 was shared by Mr. 
Kirby and another foreigner; past that sum, two new bidders 
appeared in the field in the persons of Kimura Mompe, a native 
broker, for whom Captain Batchelder bid, and Takaschimaya, 
whose name has recently been befare the carro in connection 
with the gas works. After a long spiritless bidding between 
these two she was knocked down to Kimura Mompe for $58,500. 
The three claims against her just adjudicated by the Saibansho 
amount in themselves to over $50,000, so, what with other expenses 
that have been necessarily incurred, all claims cannot posable be 
met. The new purchaser has bought her for a company that has 
recently been started in Yedo for the purpose of conveying emi- 
grants and merchandise from that port to Yesso. 

H. B. Ms store-ship Manila was sold by auction on the 13th 
Aug. by Messrs. Bourne and Co. for the small sum of $1,000, the 
purchaser being Mr. D. Cook, a shipwright. The attendance was 
meagre,and the bidding without spirit. The storesrealised $700. 

The traffic on the railway has increased to such an extent that 
two more trains a day have been put on; even this does not meet 
the requirements of the public, but we understand on the open- 
ing of the line through to Yedo in a short time; they will again 
be increased. 

The China giant, Chang, in company with some Japanese dwarfs 
(who go through a threatrical entertainment), is drawing full 
houses within the pleasure haunted precinctsof Asakusa, in Yedo. 
The price of admission is three tempos, and an average of 3,000 
visitors attend daily. In about thirty days. hence Chang is to 
be transferred to Hong Kong. to be on view there. 

The French mail steamer Godavery, that arrived at 5.30 p.m. 
on 13th Aug., has made, we believe, the quickest passage on 
record from Hong Kong to this port, having left there on the 8th, 
at six a.M., thus making the passage in 1314 hours, or 5} days. 

The 18th Aug. being the birthday of the Emperor of Austria, 
the Austrian man-of-war and the war ships of other Powers in 
Yokohama Bay fired a salute. 

Pillar posts are being placed about the settlement by order of 
the Government, and promise to be great conveniences now that 
the postal system is being so much extended. 

The batteries for the Telegraph line between this and Kobe 
have arrived in the Thracian, and we may now hope that tele- 
graphic communication will shortly be established. 

The Hon. C. E. De Long, the representative of the United 
Biates Government, returned to his post by the last American 
mail. 

The Italian frigate Vettor Pisani arrived on 7th Aug., from a 
cruise among the Loochoo Islands. 


HIOGO-OSAKA. 

Our advices extend to the 18th August; the American mail, 
from New York July 6, and the P. and O. mail, from London June 
28, arrived out on the 12th August. We take the following from 
the Hiogo News :— 

The Mikado left Nagasaki on the morning of the 22nd July, 
for Kumamoto, stayed at that place two days, visiting the Prince 
of Hiogo, and left on the 25th for Kagosima, where he arrived on 
the morning of the 27th. On the day of his arrival there was 
nothing special done, but on the following day a grand naval 
sham fight was held, on the plan of the battle at that port in the 
autumn of 1863. The ships formed line, and steamed past the 
batteries, amidst much firing on both sides. On the 30th there 
was a heavy north-easterly gale, which lasted till noon on the 
31st. The Mikado was on shore during the gale, but the Japanese 
were extremely afraid of disaster happening to the fleet. His 
Majesty stayed in Kagosima for ten days in all, during which 
time there was a bull-fight and several other amusements, at 
which he attended. He left for Sanuki at daylight on the 6th 
August, and arrived here on the 9th. 


At half-past four in the afternoon a royal salute from the fleet, 
which, together with the other vessels in harbour, were dressed 
with flags, announced that his Majesty had left for the shore. 
Svon afterwards he landed amongst one company of soldiers from 
Tokio and one from Osaka, and was immediately surrounded by 


his suite and marched off to Saibansho, following the course of, 


the main streets, over the Minato bridge. Nearly the whole o 
the local officials were in the procession. Several foreigners as- 
sembled in the tea house on the bridge, and had a splendid view 
of him. The Japanese turned out in crowds, and though they 
bent low as he passed, yet they were not afraid to look at him 
and scrutinize his appearance. After he entered the Saibansho he 
was no more to be seen, indisposition detaining him within doors 
on the firat day and rain during the rest of his stay. He left 
from the Western Custom-house landing. on the 14th Aug., but 
owing to tbe report having been spread that he would embark 
from the same place at which he landed, very few foreigners were 
in attendance. There was but little display here during the Im- 
peria] stay. The Colorado manned yards and saluted when the 
ship conveying the Mikado anchored off Hiogo Point, and at night 
lit up with yardarm lights. A few rockets were discharged, but 
beyond that there was little display on the occasion. 
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' Another new screw steamer, the Kobe-maru, has been launched 
from the shipbuilding yard of Messrs. Fitzgerald, Strome, and 
Co. at Benten-no-hama. She has every appearance of being one 
of the most successful vessels yet turned out here. Her 
dimensions are as follows:—Total length, 103 feet 6 inches; 
breadth, 16 feet, 6 inches ; sie from upper deck to keelson, 
11 feet. She will be propelled by direct acting high-pressure 
engines of 25 h.p. nominal. Her passenger acommodation is 
large and looks convenient, and her greatest draught of water, 
with a full cargo, will be about five feet. The usual christening 
ceremony was performed by Mrs. Marshall, and the launch was 
satisfactorily performed without a hitch, after which the usual 
‘toasts were drunk. We believe that after the usual trial trip 
she will be placed on the Kobe and Osaka line. 

A boat race of a novel character has been rowed between the 
twelve-oared barge of the Colorado and a four-oared outrigger 
of the Kobe Rowing Olub., distance about 200 yards. The out- 
rigger jumped off with the lead, and ultimately won by two 
lengths, without being caught. Another race between the same 
crews is to be rowed, distance one mile, and as none of the Club 
crew are in training the result may be different. 





NAGASAKI. 


Nagasaki, Ava. 14 (via San Franorsoo). 
The mails’of the 2lst and 28th June arrived here this morn- 
ing, and the American and the mail leaving San Francisco on the 
16th July reached us this afternoon. 
* Of general news I have but little to give, the community 
having settled down to its normal condition of quietude since the 
Mikado’s departute. The Oregonian copper salvage case has been 
decided in favour of the defendant, which has somewhat sur- 
prised the public, as they were evidently under the impression 
that even one man in charge of property at the bottom of the sea 
was sufficient to show that it was not abandoned. I must beg 
leave to decline expressing any opinion on the merits of the case. 
Whether the public had made up their minds how the end of it 
should be I cannot say, but they are almost unanimously in favour 
of law, in preference to equity, by which the case was decided. 
The Municipal controversy is as far off a friendly adjustment 
asjever it was. A very childish circular letter has been issued 
by the Consuls to the land renters, accusing them of all sorts of 
things, and winding up with an ultimatum as undignified as it 
is impotent. A meeting is to take place on the 20th instant. 
My letter of the 15th April last, appearing in the Evpress, has 
somewhat startled the United States Consul, whose anger appears 
to have got the best of him, as it is said that he is determined to 
spare no pains to find me out—which means that he will try to 
arrive at some sort of conclusion after pumping everyone he 
meets and by laying the blame upon whoever is bold enough to 
entertain views tending in other direction to his own. Itisa 
reat pity he cannot see that a continuance of his present policy 
3 the means of causing greater unanimity amongst his opponents, 
who would not make the stand they do if they were treated in a 
proper manner and allowed to discuss the question without in- 
terference. My opinion of this community is that they are very 
easy to lead but most difficult to drive. One particularly horsey 
friend, speaking of the Municipal question, observed to me that 
“we don't go well in a tandem.”

SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 18th August, The French 
mail from London July & arrived out on the 16th August. The 
following summary of news is from the North China Herald 
and Shanghai Courier :— 

The new magistrate of Paoshan has won for himself golden 
opinions by the clever way in which he has discovered and seized 
a set of cash forgers. The hamlets in the neighbourhood of Peng- 
wang-miao, a village about ten Zi directly north of Sinzah, have 
for many years carried ona profitable business by making small 
cash, and selling it to the money-changers to be mixed up with 
good cash, and thus passed intocirculation. About ten years ,ago 
a man belonging to one of these hamlets was beheaded for this 
crime, but the trade went on as briskly as ever, and of late has 
greatly increased. The new magistrate, anxious to signalise 
himself, determined to put a stop to the game, and hit on 
the following plan for doing so. ‘Taught by experience 
that his police-runners were at the service of the highest bidder, 
he knew it was quite useless to trust to them. He therefore 
dressed himself up like an ordinary tradesman, and set out for 
Peng-wang-miao. There he drank tea with the villagers and 
entered into their conversations. Being able to speak the Soo- 
chow dialect, he was not suspected of being other than he ap- 
peared to be. After awhile he let out, as a great secret, that he 
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had come to buy two or three hundred dollars’ worth of small 
cash, and inquired if it could be purchased thereabouts. Thus 
thrown off their guard, the villagers fell into the trap and con- 
ducted him to the principal mints in the neighbourhood. Several 
bargains were struck, delivery to be taken next day. ‘The magistrate 
then returned to his yamen, rejoicing over his success. Next morn- 
ing, before sunrise, taking with him an escort of soldiers, he set out 
ostensibly for Shanghai, on business of importance. But when he - 
arrived at the largest mint he alighted from his chair, burst open 
the door, and seized the head man, ordering his escort to seize 
the others. Six persons were thus apprehended. ‘The news, how- 
ever, spread; like lightning. among the other hamlets, and the 
puilty parties escaped before the magistrate arrived, but as he 
aows who they are, he will doubtless bring them to book sooner 
or later. Report further says that the magistrate has found oyt 
that one of the leading gentry of Paoshan has been receiving 
regular fees from the forgers to keep things all right for them at 
the yamen, and to give them warning in case of danger. 
A correspondent of the Worth China Daily News, writing from 
Oheefoo on the 5th August, says :—A number of men doing busi- 
ness at Checfoo have left for their homes in the interior, owing to 
the rumour that a band of robbers is now near Tsi-nan-foo, and 
coming eastward. ‘The people of Lai-chow, Lai-yang, and other 
districts arc taking their-cattle and movable property to the 
walled cities and Weitsz’. No one seems to have any certain in- 
formation in regard to the robbers, not even of their existence. 
It does not require much, however, to frighten brave Chinamen. 
The crops have never been better than they are this year. Plenty 
abounds everywhere. There seems to be no obvious reason for men 
to plunder when food can be had almost without effort. Some who 
pretend wisdom say this report has no foundation in fact, but bas 
been circulated by interested parties to get the people to help to re- 
pair the city walls. It is several years since there has been any 
rebel or robber excitement in this province, and the city walls in 
many places are out of repair. It requires some such stimulant 
to get men to work without pay. Others say the beggar frater- 
nity, to the number of two hundred or more, held a meeting 
at a town beyond Chin Chowfoo, and made a raid on a 
melon patch, hence the report of robbers. If the Chinese peuple 
had only the good sense and the courage to arm themselves and 
join together in self defence, they would have but little to fear 
from all ordinary robbers. Five years ago, twenty horsemen came 
to a village near this place, shot one man, put to flight nore than: 
8,000 inhabitants, and drove off the cattle and mules which were 
left behind. 

There has been a great mortality among the dogs of the Settle- 
ment. If this mortality had appeared among, and confined itself 
to, the hundreds, not to say thousands, of wretched unowned 
quadrupeds and tripods that infest the Settlement and its en- 
virons, it might have reasonably been rogarded as a public bless- 
ing. But unfortunately this class of animals seem to pags un- 
scathed, while some of the most valuable foreign dogs, both sport- 
ing dogs and pets, have been cut off, and their ailment, what- 
ever it was, ran its course rapidly. In these circumstances there 
is a natural tendency to suspect poisoning, and arsenic is spoken 
of as the agent used. On the other hand, the deaths have been 
so numerous, so widely distributed over the Settlement, so various 
in their surroundings, so apparently unconnected with each other, 
that the poison theory is rendered improbable, and some begin to 
think that some distemper or pest is becoming epidemic. 

The municipal council seems resolved to use all diligence in 
earrying out the instructions of the ratepayers in the matter of 
the Soochow Creck. Already working plans have been elaborated, 
detailed estimates made and accepted, and the contractors (Messrs. 
Farnham and Co.) instructed to proceed forthwith with the con- 
struction of pontoons, and other matters necessary to the forma- 
tion of the free ferries sanctioned by the ratepayers. It is said 
that part of the contract is that the ferry over the mouth of the 
creek is to be ready for use by the public by the Ist of October ; 
and if this information is correct, it speaks highly for the energy 
alike of the council and of the contractors. 

The autumnal religious processions and observances, against 
which the Shanghai Tacutai directed a proclamation, seem to be 
engaged in as freely as ever, and they are not the kind of thing 
to render the Bubbling Well road a safer drive when they en- 
counter ita crowd of carriages of an evening. The transmission 
of garments and mock sycee through the medium of fire might 
be undertaken at a more opportune hour than between five and 
six in the evening, and at a more suitable place than by the side 
of a public drive. One night, at that time, there were two fires 
on the bridge over the defence Creek at the head of the Maloo ; 
and on another occasion there was a regular bonfire opposite the 
row of Chinese houses looking on the race-course, which might 
very readily have caused an accident. ; 

It is rumoured that the steamers of the P. and 0. Steam Navi- 
gation Company and the Messageries Marine Company intend to 
make Nagasaki a port of call. This will afford great facilities 
to the residents there, in the regular delivery of their home mails, 
and it is to be hoped will stir up trade which has been so long 
stagnant. 

The steamer Relief, originally a P. and O. boat, and latterly 
well known as the Osaka, arrived on the 15th Aug. from Naga- 
saki, flying the flag of the Pacific Mail Company, but brought no 
Japan mail. 
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We understand that the Chinese frigate’ now building at 
Kaou-Chang-Meaou is expected to be ready in about a month. 
She has not received a name, and will have to proceed to Nanking 
to receive one from the Viceroy ; at present she is known as the 
No. 5. 

One of the northern steamers, Jeaving on the 14th Aug., took 
away treasure to the amount of Tis. 100,000 for Peking, as an 
instalment, it is said, towards the expenses of the approaching 
Imperial marriage. 








HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to 24th Aug. ; the P. and O. 
mail from London 12th July arrived out on the 18th August- 
The following items of intelligence are taken from the Ching 
Mail and the Datly Press :— 

On the night of the 22nd inst. the fire alarm was rung, and the 
word passed with the rapidity of lightning that the matshed 
building at Syingpoon, in which the Chinese Exhibition was 
displayed, had caught fire. Towards the westward there shone 
a vast blaze of light, which rapidly increased in magnitude, light- 
ing up the whole district, and bringing out the contour of the 
hill as though the sun were shining upon it. The excite- 
ment among the crowd which was pushing its way to the 
scene of the disaster was intense, and much sympathy with 
the calamity was manifested, both among the foreigners and 
the natives. Onward pushed the motley mass, which was 
soon overtaken by a detachment of the police at double 
quick pace, with whom a large portion of those going to- 
wards the fire joined. Captain Deane, Mr. Rice, and Messrs. 
May and Stewart were soon on the spot, and Major-General Whit- 
field was observed on horseback taking an active part in the pro- 
ceedings. Whatever could be done was at once undertaken, but 
unfortunately little or no assistance could be rendered, as the 
flames spread with so much rapidity that within a quarter of an 
hour of the fire breaking out the whole building was one mass of 
flaming ruins. The engines soon arrived, but great difficulty was 
experienced in getting water; and indeed it was apparent that 
no engines could possibly be of service, as the mischief was done 
before they could be brought into play. Fortunately, there was 
no wind, or the buildings on Battery-road would in all likelihood 
have caught, and the vermillion factory would also have gone. The 
origin of the fire was from the heat of one of the large chan- 
deliera, which ignited the matting on the roof. It broke out 
from one in the centre. The building at the time was 
crowded with Chinese, and a large number of Europeans were 
also present, among whom was Chief Justice Ball and many ladies. 
As soon as the fire was discovered, a general rush was made to- 
wards the sides of the building and the doors, and fortunately the 
means of egress through the flimsy matting were easy to effect. 
Some difficulty was experienced in getting out a portion of the 
Chinamen, who were stupified by opium and samshu, and some 
of the small footed women, several of whom were rescued at no 
little personal risk by Inspector Orley, who was obliged to use the 
some of his sword on one occasion to bring a native to his senses. 

pector Grey, who was at the head of the detachment sent down, 
was also very active, and maintained perfect order throughout. 

The value of the property which has unfortunately been lost is 
estimated at more than $100,000, a large portion of which was 

aranteed by native merchants in Hong Kong to the owners in 

anton. We hear that the Governor, who together with his Aide- 
gereamnp and the Hon. C. C. Smith was present, expressed great 
sympathy with the Chinese, observing that the matter was not 
only to be regretted on account of the loss of property, but also 
because it put an end to the pleasures of the people. Scarcely 
anything worth mentioning was saved, and many of the articles 
lost were such as could not be compensated for in money, such, 
for example, as the wonderful dwarf trees, and other curio- 
sities, some of the plants alone being valued at no less than three 
or four hundred dollars. Perhaps one of the matters most to be 
regretted was the small amount of assistance which could be 
rendered. Everybody aided as far as he could, but it was scarcely 
possible to do anything. The theatre in the matshed was, of 
course, in much danger, and during the excitement a thousand 
dollars’ worth of property was looted, but the spectators got clear 
without any casualties. At half-past eleven the fire had burnt 
itself down, but the engines were still playing on the embers. It 
is stated that seven bodies have been found among the debris. 

The ordinary haif-yearly mceting of the Hong Kong and 
Whampoa Dock Company has been held, the Hon. Jas. Whittall 
in the chair.

‘ings to a close, and after passing a vote of thanks to the chair- 
man and the directors the meeting separated. The report was 
published in our last issue. — 
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The Chinese Mat! notices the departure of the educational 
mission to America. Previous to their embarkation the chief 
commissioner, Chan Lai Chow, accompanied by the assistant 
commissioner, the interpreter of the missiou, the native tutor, 
and the thirty boys, visited the American Consul at Shanghai, 
and met with a most cordial reception. Subsequently the mission 
called on the Taoutai at his yamen, where the boys performed 
the ceremony of kow-tow with wonderful accuracy, which called 
forth [the admiration of his Excellency the Taoutai, who passed 
some complimentary remarks on them, and offered each a cap of 
tea. The Chinese Mai further learns that each of the boys, by 
order of the Emperor, was decorated with the button of “ Govern- 
ment Students,” an honour which is seldom conferred, and con- 
fined hitherto to those who thave distinguished themselves in 
Chinese classics. ‘ 

Aman named Chau-Fun-Kwae is said to have been shot by 
pirates off Hok-tsui Wan, near Stanley, on the 14th Aug. His 
widow had him buried near Aberdeen next morning, and care- 
fully concealed the circumstance from the police. Rumours of it 

ot abroad, however, aud the coroner went with the jury, surgeon, 
ke., to exhume the body, and to hold an inquest over it. Inspector 
Batten is in pursuit of the pirates. The body, strange to say, was 
not much decomposed, although it had been buried six days. It 
presented, however, a most abject appearance. The doctor found 
@ wound in the back penetrating through the lung. 

We are glad to note that the boat-house and swimming-bath 
scheme is progressing ; about 250 of the 300 shares have been 
taken, and applications for the remainder will be received until 
the bath and building are opened. The foundations of the boat- 
house have been laid, and we learned from a contemporary some 
time since that a similar ceremony had been performed for the 
swimming-bath, though, as the first course must be some fathoms 
down, it is, of course, invisible. 

The Criminal Sessions of the Supreme Court, which were to have 
been resumed on the 20th August, had to be further postponed, 
owing to the indisposition of the Acting Chief Justice. t ap- 
pears that his Lordship was suddenly taken ill while on his way 
to the Court House, and upon his chair being set down in front of 
the line of policemen drawn up at the door to receive him, he was 
found apparently insensible, and it was half an hour before con- 
sciousness returned. 

The boy Peter Nielson, who was sentenced to five years’ penal 
servitude for attempting to set fire to the ship Benefactor, has 
again been brought down to the Supreme Court for the purpose 
of having his sentence amended. It appeared that by some over- 
sight the prisoner was not ordered to be flogged as his Lordship 
intended. The prisoner was therefore ordered to receive a flog- 
ging of twenty strokes with a rattan, in addition to his five years’ 
penal servitude. 

The Chinese annual procession paraded the streets on the 21st 
Aug. and thethree following days. The usual parapharnalia was 
carried about, and the whole procession took nearly an hour to 
drag past a given spot, including all stoppages.

A reduction of from $2 to $3 in prices had occurred, and the 
market closed with quotations as under; the quality was fair for the 
second crop, and supplies had about been on a par with settlements, 
leaving stocks without change; there was still a notable absence of 
common leaf.

Small settlements of Souchong and 
Scented Teas had been made at former rates. Transactions in Oolongs 
amounted to 2,200 half-chests, of which 1,000 half-chests—a small 
second-class fine string—were purchased at Tis.

THE CHINESE ARMY. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

The news jast received via New York from China, to the effect that 
the Chinese Government has declared its intention of siding with 
Korea in the event of the present dispute between that country and 
Japan ending in an open rupture, gives an additional interest to the 
inquiry in what state of preparation would a war find the Chinese 
forces at the present time? From an article which appeared in a 
recent number of the Revue des Deux Mondes by M. Giqael, the su- 
perintendent of the Foochow arsenal, and from various notices con- 
tained in some of the later issues of the Overland China Mail, we 
gather the following particulars on the subject :—Like all the rest of 
the world China has, during the last few yeara, been arming rapidly. 
At the present moment the Government has under its orders a force 
of 50,000 menarmed with Enfield and Remington rifles, and drilled onthe 
European model by European officers, supplemented by thirty field and 


mountain batteries. At Shanghai, Nanking, Foochow, and Tientsin arse- 


nalsand dockyards have been established under foreign superintendence, 
where the manufacture of guns, powder, and rifles, and the construc- 
tion of ships of war, have for some time been actively carried on. At 
Foochow 2,500 Chinese artisans work under the superintendence of 
seventy-five Europeans, and have so far become skilled at their labour 
as to be able to build and fit up three steamers a year. Five men-of- 
war have already been launched from the dockyard at Shanghai, and 
at the present moment there are two iron despatch boats and a sister 
frigate to the one just launched, on the stocks at that place. Besides 
these a large iron steamer is to be built measuring 220 feet in length, 
and of 1,300 tons in burden ; and also a fleet of sailing transports. 

If we turn to the coaat defences, we find an equal degreo of activity 
—notably in the neighbourhood of the capital and on the approaches 
thereto. The Taku forts, which proved so fatally destructive to our 
gunboata in 1859, and which offered such a firm resistance to the allied 
armies in the following year, have been completely rebuilt, and the 
old-fashioned native smoothbore guns have been displaced by rifled 
cannon of foreign manufacture. The comparatively harmless fortifi- 
cations at the mouth of the Peh-tang river have been made into for- 
midable works, while along the coast connecting these two fortified 
gl ag well as above and below them, a series of rifle-pits have been 

ug. The road between Takn and Peking has been raised, and made 
available for the rapid transport of men and war material; and half- 
way between the former place and Tientgin a fortified camp has been 
constructed, and armed with five Krupp guns. These military re- 
forms, however, appear only in the neighbourhood of the principal 
rts and of Peking. Elsewhere, in Kweichow, Yunnan, and the 
North-Western Provinces, the Mian-tsze and Mahommedan rebels 
have to contend with forces armed and drilled after the manner of 
their forefathers. A correspondent, writing from the first-named pro- 
vince, gives an account of the melancholy condition of the troops who 
are supposed to be there engaged in combating the Mian-tsze. Of 
the nomerous battalions returned by the general as fully manned, the 
merest skeletons only exist in reality. The pay issued to those actu- 
ally serving is uncertain and various in kind; sometimes, but very 
rarely, it is represented by specie; at other times rice is given as an 
equivalent, and often the men are sent away from the pay-office 
empty-handed. The natural results follow. Powder is to be bought 
for twopence a pound in the streets of Kwei-yang Foo, and matchlocks 
are offered at something less than two shillings apiece. These are 
constantly purchased and repurchased by the general, who thus suc- 
ceeds in satisfying the wants of his men, at the same time that he 
gains to himself credit for buying military stores at a remarkably 
cheap rate. Mr. Cooper in his book of travels gives much the same 
account of the Imperial forces operating in the province of Yunnan. 


Mr. W. H. Mepuurst, who has been for some time in 
this country on leave, returns to his post as Consul at 
Shanghai by the present mail. We regret that Lord Gran- 
VILLE, the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, has not 
conferred on Mr. Mepuurst the dignity of a Consul-General. 
It would have been a fitting tribute to his services, and 
greatly facilitated his official duties at Shanghai.

The corvette Juno, which is to be 
relieved by the Thalia, left England in November, 1870, and was sent 
to China with a battalion of Royal Marine Light Infantry, and very 
much overcrowded, which led to deservedly adverse comments being 
made in the public press on the inconsiderate arrangements of the 
Admiralty. e subjoin the appointments made to the Thalia since

Some interesting facts and figures are given in the first report o 
the Director-General of Military Education, which has just been pub- 
lished. The number of attendances of adults on the school books, and 
the average number of lessons per man, in the various regiments and 
corps stationed in China, Japan, &c., during the year 1871, was—75th 
Regiment, China, 11,229 attendances, 17 lessons; 10th Japan, 11,897 at- 
tendances, 45 lessons ; 73rd Colombo, 14,380 attendances, 24 lessons; 
Royal Artillery, Hong Kong, 2,497 attendances, 9 lessons ; Royal Ar- 
tillery, Singapore, 488 attendances, 2 lessons. The number of chil- 
dren in regimental schools receiving instruction from the school- 
masters and schoolmistresses, and of those attending the industrial 
schools, in the year 1871 was—l0th Regiment, 114; 78rd, 57; 75th, 
88; Royal Artillery, Hong Kong, 10; Royal Artillery, Singapore, 8. 
The number of volumes and iasues during the year ending December 
81st, 1871, in the followiag army libraries was—Ceylon, 3,669 volumes, 
9,452 issues; Hong Kong, 2,953 volumes, 2,755 issues ; Singapore, 
349 volumes, 4,514 issues; Yokohama, 1,270 volumes, 1,803 iasues. 
In connection with the above-named regiments there are recreation 
rooms, with refreshment bars.

Captain J. S. Hudson has been appointed to the command of the 
Spartan, in the West Indies. For three yeara he was in command of 
the Leven gunboat, on the East India and China station.

JAPAN, 

An article appears in Macmillan’s Magazine on the Embassy and 
the country generally, in which the writer concludes:—‘‘ The writer 
in Blackwood insists that it is time ‘ to recognise that Japan merits the 
same treatment, the same consideration, as are extended to what we 
call organised and civilised Governments ;’ and again, that ‘ she surely 
is justified in requiring that when she shall have completed her new 
code, based on the Code Napoleon —on which a commission assisted by 
an able barrister from Paris is now at work at Yedo—we shall recog- 
nise her right to claim the sole administration of justice within her 
realm.’ No nation, we are gure, is more ready than our own to see 
equal rights accorded to Japan, when she can plainly show by actual 
experience that she can and will dispense full justice and afford full 
protection to foreigners. But we must first be well assured of thiz, 
and it would be the height of folly to grant to a nation which at the 
present moment possesses no civil code at all, and whose system of 
criminal procedure is still barbarous and tainted with cruelty, the sole 
administration of justice over British subjects, simply on the produc- 
tion of a code drawn up by a French barrister, with the assistance pro- 
bably of an English and an American lawyer, who have been algo en- 
gaged by the Government. That code must have been in operation 
for some time, and must have been proved to work satisfactorily, 
before we entrust full jurisdiction over our countrymen to the tender 
mercies of Japanese judges.” 

What, however, is to be the end of all this? and is there no dai g:r 
to Japan? Is not the pace too great to last, and is there no iear 
that the speedy horse may break down when pressed so hard? That 
there is danger to the country seems to us clear. Jt should always be 
recollected that the revolution came from below; it was the work 
principally of Daimios’ retainers. These men are now in power. 
That they are gifted with great intelligence no one can doubt, but 
they have come into their position on the ruins of the aristocracy— 
their former masters. They are revolutionary, and lack that Con- 
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gervative element which is so necessary in such a crisis, and which 
does not seem to be sufficiently supplied by the minority of court 
nobles belonging to the Government. Add to this the notorious cor- 
ruption of the officials—a corruption almost as universally prevalent 
as in Russi1—together with a recklessness in matters of finance which 
seems to grow with every month, and thinking men are entitled to 
pause ere they give unquilified praise to the path along which Japan 
is hurrying so rapidly. 

There is danger, too, as it seem3 to us, in the great influence ob- 
tained by younz men who, after passing two or three yeara abroad, 
return to their native country with a smattering of some science 
gained from books, and, on the s'renzth of this, are immediately 
entrusted with high office in the Home Goverament. Indeed, the 
whole question of thes: students is a very serious one, and is bound 
up with the future of Japan. The preseat system is not satisfactory. 
By almost every steamer that Ietves Yokohamy for Europe and Ame- 
rica th; exodus of youths continues. They are dispersed in diferent 
countries, and, wi:hout any previous instruction at home, they sitdown, 
many only fora couple of years, to pursue their studies very much as they 
please, under no adequate control. The result of such a system will he 
that at no very distant period Japan will be flooded with young meno 
possessed of a snperficial knowledge, which will be magnified by their 
own conceit into profound learning, and will impose upon the former 
generation who have never left their native shores. And each youth 
wili naturally be prejudiced in favour of the particalar country where 
he has studied ; those from Americi will be republicinsa, those from 
England monarchists, and so on—1 pretty medley. If in the future 
the nation is to be governed by these raw students, Heaven help it! 
Young Japan can make no greater mistake than to rush off to foreign 
countries withonta preliminiry education at home. As the editor of 
the Japan Mail in a recent number wisely remarks, “If these lads 
were first put to primal echools where English was thoroughly well 
taught, and were then stimulated to the pursuit of more mature 
studies by the promise that, if successfal in their examinations, they 
should be sent abroad, excellent fruits wonld be reaped by the nation 
after a few years.” That is what is required, but as yet there are no 
schools in Yedo. The College, presided over by an American, unfor- 


tunately does not offer any guarantee for a solid education ; for out of 


all his assistants there are none, or hardly any, who have had any ex- 


perience or training in teaching, and many are thoroughly unfit for 


their posts. 
TEA ADULTERATION. 


The following interesting facts respecting former legislation on 
Tea adulteration are taken from the Food Journal :— 


‘The manufacture of spurious Tea in China seems to have been 
more commonly practised during the past few years, since the low 
rates of duty on Tea imported into this country have cansed our con- 
sumption rapidly to increase. As an illustration of this increased con- 
sumption, the Customs return show that 32} million pounds were im- 


ported in 1840, 51 million pounds in 1850, 77 million pounds in 1860, 


and 118 million pounds in 1870, the increase in thirty years having 
been nearly fourfold. It must also be borne in mind that the con- 
sumption of Tea in other countries has also increased, and conse- 
quently the Chinese may have lately found some difficulty in supply- 
ing a eufficient quantity of Tea for foreign markets, especially in the 
low descriptions. This demand for Tea secms to have had the same 
effect on the Chinese as the high rates of duty had on certain persons 
in this country during the last century, and on whose especial 
account certain Acta of Parliament were passed to prevent Tea 
adulteration. Tae adulteration of Tea continues; but now, instead 
of being practised in this country, it is carried on in China and 
other Tea-growing countries; the duty on Tea here is go low, and the 
fine for adulterating it go great, that the manufacture of spurious Tea 
is now almost entirely carried on abroad. The Customs authorities 
seem always to have adhered to their present practice of receiving 
duty%on any importation called Tea, whether genuine or adulterated ; 
and because coloured and spurious Teas have been imported and 
charged with duty the Excise laws bearing on this subject seem to 
hive almost fallen into disue on account of the difficulty of proving 
whether Tea when found adalterated has been imported in that state 
or after ita arrival in this country. 
Parliament passed for suppressing Tea adulteration in Great Britain 
will show that many practices of the Chinese are the same as formerly 
prevailcd in this country. Thus, in the year 1725, the Act 11 Geo. I. 
cap. 30 was passed to prohibit persons, under the penalty of £100, 
f-om counterfeiting or adulterating Tea, or manufacturing Tea with 
terra-j.iponica, or with any drug or drugs whatsoever. And in 1881 
the Act 4 Geo. II. cap. 14 was passed for suppressing the trade which 
had sprung up among Tea dealers of dyeing or manufacturing ‘sloe 
leaves, liquorish leaves, and the leaves of Tea that have been before 
used, or the Icaves of other trees, shrubs, or plants in imitation 
of Tea.’ And in the year 1777 the last Act passed for sup- 
poets the adulteration of Tea in this country came into force, 

eing the one under which Excise procecdings are now taken. 
This Act was necessary because the previous one did not include 
as offenders persons not Tea dealers who carried on the trade 
of Tea-fabricators. In the Act itself it is stated that there wags a ne- 
ceasity for such legislation, because the evil practice of adulteration 
had increased to a very great degree, ‘to the injury and deatruetion 


of great quantities of timber woods and underwoodg, the prejudice of 


the health of his Ma,esty's suljecta, tue diminution of the revenue, the 
ruin of the fair trader, and to the encouragement of idleness.’ It 
will thus be seen that the present practices of the Chinese in mani- 
pulating Tea are similar to those carried on in this country a hundred 
years ago. We have now low Green Tea faced with blue and yellow 
colouring matters, the blending of which gives Tea its green appear- 
ance; black Tea made of arough flavour by the addition of catechu 
or terra-japonica, und leaves of other trees dyed and fabricated to 
imitate Ica leaves. All these different descriptions of adulterated and 
epurious Teas are now imported abundantly into this country, while 
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formerly these adulterants were added at home. We thus see history 
repeating itself even in ‘Tea adulteration, and we heartily wish that 
history in one respect at least would repeat itself in legislation. In 
the old ‘I'ea ‘Act of 1777 it is stated that the legislature gave as one of 
their reasons for passing it, thot the adulteration which then prevailed 


was to ‘the prejudice of theheulth of his Majesty's sulyects.’” 


THE LOSS OF THE “ AMERICA.” 

The report of the destruction by fire of the Pacific mail steamer 
America, with reference to the correctness of which some doubt had 
been entertained, is confirmed by telegrams received here, dated Yoko- 
hama, 25th ult. It is added that the treasure om board has been re- 
covered. 

The America, commanded by Captain Doane, sailed from San Fran- 
cisco on Aug. 1 with a large number of passengers and a valuable 
cargo. The America was 330 feet in length, 50 feet beam, and 32 
feet depuh of hold. measuriag 5,500 tons. Her engine was 105 inches 
diameter of cylinder, and 12 feet length of stroke. She had two double 
engines, used for weighing anchor, and also available for the pumps if 
necessary. She was built at Greenpoint and launched on July 23, 
1369, the machinery being constructed at the Novelty Ironworks, New 
York. The rooma were luxuriantly fitted up; the ladies saloon was 
magnificently furnished, and the panels were elegantly gilded and 
polished. Large reading lamps were placed at convenient distances 
apart, and a rosewood piano stood in the after portion of the apart- 
ment. Near the officers’ quarters a smoking room was fitted up 
with glass-stands, drawers for tobacco, and everything necessary for a 
smoker's enjoyment. On the main deck the dining-saloon and the 
state-room were tastefully fittel up. Around the state-room a number 
of steam pipea ran, which, when heated, in cold weather caused the 
temperature to be more pleasant. The panels were painted white, 
with rich gilding, and the stanchions were of unpolished mahogany. 
Large ventilators led from the hurricana deck to the steerage, main- 
taining the air on the lower decks pure and fresh. The steerage oc- 
cupied the entire length of the lower decks. The bunks—which were 
set aside for Coolio passeugers—were all on this deck, six in each 
room. On the main deck there were thirty state rooms and ip the 
steerage seventy-nine. The vessel was not insured. ‘The Pacific Mail 
Company, from the date of their organisation, have made it a rule not 
to insure their vessels. They claimed that as they owned so large a 
number of ships the cost of insuring them would be so great that it 
would be cheaper to lose one occasionally than to go to that enormous 
outlay. The losa of the company by the burning of the America will 
prove a severe one, She cost $1,250,000 to build, and was appraised 
on the company’s books at a valuation of $1,000,000. What loss may 
ensue to her owners from the burniug of the cargo of course it is im- 


possible to tell. 
A NEW TELEGRAPH ROUTE. ? 

A communication to The Times, dated from the Forks of the 
Saskatchewan, from Captain W. F. Butler, author of the “ Great Lone 
Land,” urges @ plan for the establishment of telegraphic communica- 
tions between Enrope and Asia v/a Behring Straits. Looking at the 
points now reached by telegraphic enterprise in Asia and America, he 
divides the intervening distance into two portions—Fort Garry, in 
the new Canadian Province of Manitoba, and Nicolaevak, at the 
mouth of the Amoor River, in Exstern Asiatic Russia. These are dis- 
tant along the proposed route about 5,000 miles. The firat portion of 
fhia diatance, from Fort Garry to Behring Straits, is about 3,000 
miles ; the second, from Behring Straits to the Amoor, is about 2,000 
miles. Almost in a direct line from Fort Garry to the Straits of 
Behring three great river systems and four large lakes lay their 
lengths towards the north-west for 8,000 miles. These are the 
Saskatchewan, the Mackenzie, and the Yukon Rivers, and the Lakes 
Manitoba, Winnipegoosis, Athabaska, and Great Slave. Captain 
Butler proposes to take advantage of this immense system of inland 
water by laying a river cable throughout such portions as come within 
the required line. 





Japan Teas.—The New York Times has discovered that the Japan- 
ese teas, which have lately become so popular in California, possess 
some qualities not heretofore found in the teas of China. A certain 
Dr. Fulkerson, of Santa Rosa, in the before-mentioned State, is autho- 
rity for the statement that a small quantity of Japanese tea proved 
sufficient to bring four persons, including himself, almost to death’s 
door. Immediately after breakfast they were simultaneously seized 
with terrible pains and vomiting. The doctor, having examined the 
tea remaining in the package, has found a considerable quantity of 
arsenic. The result is that the residents of Santa Rosa have suddenly 
ceased to expatiate upon the manifest superiority of Japanese teas. 

Mr. MegpHurst on Cuina.—In February last Mr. Medhurat, 
H.B.M.’s Consul at Shanghai, delivered a lecture at Streatham, on 
the subject of China and the Chinese. This lecture, which bears the 
title of ‘‘ The Foreigner in Far Cathay,” has been published by Mr. 
Stanford, and forms a neat volume, embellished with a map of China. 
The author has made several interesting additions to the original 
matter of the lecture. 

Tue P. and O. Co.’s steamer Jndus, homeward to Southampton, due 
on 28th October, will pass through the Suez Canal, as also the Delhi, 
due on 9th December. ‘The outward steamer Khedive, on 17th inst. 
and the Peking, on the 7th November, will also pass through the Canal. 

THE proprietors of the Illustrated London News have despatched 
Mr. Simpson, one of the well-known artists of that paper, to Peking, 
in order to obtain illustrations of the festivities connected with the 
forthcoming marriage of the mperor of China. 

Apvices from St. Helena state that the Cutty Sark, Shanghai to 
London, which passed on 9th Sept., her rudder off the Cape. This will 
be a serious drawback in her race with the Thermopyle. 

SurpowNErs who have vessels on the way from China to San Fran- 
cisco will do well, freights for grain being £6 per ton for Europe. 

Tae Osaka, from Ilo Ilo, on which 40, 50, and 60 guineas premium 
has been paid, arrived at St. Helena on the 28th August. 
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THE JAPANESE AMBASSADORS AT LIVERPOOL. 

On the 29th ult. the Japanese Ambassadors, accompanied by Sir 
Harry Parkee, General Alexander, and Mr. W. Aston, arrived in Liver- 
pool, and the next day they viaited the Town-hall, where they were 
received by the Mayor and the President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
together with a large number of the leading mercantile men of the 
town. Mr. William Blood, the secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
read the following address :—‘‘ The Council of the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce beg most respectfully to offer to yourself and the other 
members composing the embassy a hearty welcome to Liverpool. The 
Council have reason for congratulating themselves, and the commercial 
eommunity they represent, on the presence in this country of anem- 
Dbassy consisting of ministers and nobles who are distinguished as the 
most eminent amongst the statesmen of the Japanese Empire. Re- 

resenting as they do the merchants of the greatest trading port of the 
Empire, the Council hail with the utmost satisfaction a mission which 
has for its objects the establishment of the most intimate and friendly 
relations between the Japanese and the British Empires, and the in- 
crease of their commercial relations. In the members of the embassy 
the Council also welcome to this town the representatives of a nation 
strong in patriotic feeling, fall of courage, highly gifted amoag 
Eastern races, and unsurpassed in their devotion to the cause of pro- 


To the foregoing address the following reply was read by Mr. 
Aeton :--“ Gentlemen.— We desire to thank you for the kind words you 
have spoken, and the heartv welcome you have extended to us. On 
behalf of the distant Empire we represent, allow us to reciprocate 
your friendly sentiments, and to express the satisfaction which we 
feel at the prospect of more intimate relations being established be- 
tween our respective nations, which, we trust, will favour the rapid 
development of a mutaally profitable trade. You have termed ua 
patriotic, courageous, and progreasive. We hope to infuse into our 
institutions a spirit that shall develop these virtues more and more 
among our people. To this end we have come among you, and shall 
gladly avail ourselves of every opportunity to study the method by 
which you have attained to such a high degree of commercial and ad 
ministrative greatness.” The proceedings in the Town-hall having 
terminated, the Ambassado a visited the Exchange flags and news- 
room, where they were received with cheers. In the afternoon a 
powerful steam fire-engine was set to work in the space opposite St. 
George's Hall, to the great admiration of the visitors. 

In the evening the Mayor gave a banqnet, at which the members of 
the embassy attended, amongst the other invited guests being Tord 
Derby, Lord Sefton, Lord Skelmersdale, Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Lowe, 
Mr. Forster, and Mr. Fortescue, the Governor of the Tale of Man, the 
chairman and members of the Dock Board, the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the leading merchants of the port. After 
the customary toasts, the Mayor proposed the health of his Excellency 
the Ambassador Extraordinary, and on behalf of the merchants of 
Liverpool gave the embassy a cordial welcome. The toast was received 
in the most hearty manner, and the whole assembly, led by the Mayor, 
gave several rounds of cheers for the illustrious guests. His Excellency, 
in responding, expressed the great gratification the embassy had ex- 

‘ perienced by their warm reception in this conntry. He referred also 
to the benefits derived from the long term of peace between England 
and Japan, which he hoped would remain unbroken. The Mayor 
next proposed the health of Sir Harry Parkes, alluding to the distin- 
guished service he had rendered this country as its representative at 
the Coart of Japan. Sir Harry Parkes, in responding, bore testimony 
to the zeal and energy with which the members of the embassy had 
carried out the great work of revolution inJapan. It was almost im- 
possible to conceive the difficulties and prejudices they had had to 
overcome. Much yet remained to be done, but looking at what had 
already been accomplished, there was great hope for the future. 

On the Ist inst, the members of the Embassy visited the corn ware- 
houses, Sandon Graving Dock, and the Canada Dock, after which they 
went on board the Cunard steamer Cuba, where luncheon was served ; 
and in the afternoon paid a visit to the Allan steamer Polynesian. 
They then proceeded to the ‘tobacco warehouses, and afterwards paid 
a visit to the Sailors’ Home. In the evening they attended a per- 
formance at the Alexandra Theatre. The next day, the 2nd iost., was 
devoted to the inspection of the river and shipping. The Ambassadors 
visited Messrs. Laird’s works at Birkenhead, and inspected the Bir- 
kenhead docks. They afterwards went over the ZJacoro, a fine new 
vessel belonging to the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, and the 
Republic, one of the White Star vessels, on board of which lunch 
was provided. In the afternoon the Ambassadors and party re-em- 
barked on the steam-tender Alert, and went up the river as far.aa the 
southern docks, calling en route at several of the training ships. 

In the course of the day the Ambassadors were presented with a 
congratulatory address by the president and members of the East India 
and China Aszociation. The association was represented by Mr. H. 

-Cope, the president, Messrs. Robertson Gladstone, P. Keith, G. 
M’Micking, J. Stephen, Aaron Brown, T. Guir, and J. B. Cooper, the 
secretary. Sir H. Parkes and General Alexander were present, and 
one of the attachés to the embasey translated the reply made to the 
members by the chief Ambassador. 


BANOUET AT THE ADELPHI HOTEL. : 

_ In the evening a banquet was given, at which Mr. Prange, the Pre- 
nident of the Chamber, presided. In proposing the health of jthe 
members of the Embassy he dwelt on the pleasing evidences given 
by the Japanese Government of friendly relations with this country. 

His Excellency the Chief Ambassador replied in Japanese, and his 
eae h was afterwards read in English by the Chief Secretary, as 

ows :— 

Permit me to express the high sense of gratitude which I feel for 
the flattering manner in which you have received the toast given in 
honour of the empire we represent, and which has been coupled with 
my humble name. (Cheers.) When the cloud of seclusion which 
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hung over us was dispelled by the light of modern civilisation, we 
learned that in the westera part of that world there was an 
empire called Great Britain, and that she had attained a pre- 
eminent position amongst the enlightened nations for her in- 
dustry and commerce. (Cheera.) Having now become more in- 
timately acquainted with her many institutions, we have dis- 
covered that their success is due to the liberal and energetic 
spirit by which they are animated. (Chcers.) We shall be glad 
to adopt the result of our observations in this country, in so far ag we 
can comprehend and use what we have seea—(cheera)—and in this 
way we hope, as you have indicated, that Japan will at no distant date 
take the position in Asia which Great Britain now occupies in Europe. 
(Cheers.) We take pleasure in thinking that the means to attain this 
high degree of civilisation are mostly derived from the example of 
those who have advanced in every science and industry, and espe- 
cially from a leading international association like that met here to- 
night.

no mean success to say that at the present time Japan consumed an- 


nually two millions sterling of Manchester Goods, and employed 


400,000 tons of British shipping. Of course the power and capacity of 


Japan to consume our manufactured goods would always depend upon her 
own power of industry, and upon the effort she put forth to produce 


materials suited to our wants. He could not help thinking that the 
members of the Embassy were fally sensible of that, and that every 
endeavour would be made oy the present Government of Japan to 
promote the industry and enterprise of that nation. He was aware 
that one of the chief objects of the mission to England was to obtain 
an idea as to how the industry of the country could be best promoted, 
and he did not doubt that the Chief Ambassador and his colleagues 
were observing very closely what they in Liverpool had to teach them. 
He did not know that they could go to a better school than Liverpool 
and Manchester, and he was sure from what they saw they would learn 
that it was industry and perseverance that had given England her 
pre-eminence amongst Western nations. (Cheers.) 

Mr. W. B. Forwood proposed ‘‘ The Houses of Parliament.” He 
said that if there was one thing an Englishman loved more than 
another it was the constitution under which he lived, the con- 
stitution comprising the three estates—Queen, Lords, and Com- 
mons. (Cheers.) He might say, with almost equal assurance, 
that if there wag one thing which an Englishman loved to abuse 
more than another, it was the Government which happened to 
be in power at the time, and though this might seem a somewhat 
Irish fashion of showing their affection, yet he believed it was proof 
of the interest the nation took in the deliberations of these houses, 
and the closeness with which they watched, on every occasion, the 
various details of the business they undertook. (Cheers.) He coupled 
with the toast the name of Mr. Chas. Turner, M.P. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Charles Turner, M.P., said some of them might find fault with 
the House of Lords, but still he thought it was the general opinion of 
the nation that the House of Lords formed a most important branch 
of the Constitution of this kingdom, and that it would be a bad day 
for this country when it ceased to exist. They knew very well that it 
was an important object of the Legislature to promote commerce in 
all directions, and particularly with that great country which had been 
only during the last few years opened to the trade of the Weatern 
Hemisphere. He could assure the Embaasy that they highly prized 
the opening up of that country to their shipping, and he had no doubt 
that it would result in a mutual advantage both to Great Britain and 
Jayan. (Cheers.)

THE announcement contained in our issue of the 23rd 
ultimo, that Mr. Coorsr, the traveller, had accompanied the 
Panthay Envoys on their return to Yunnan, will have been 
received with pleasure by those interested in the adoption of 
a direct trade route with Western China. We have repeatedly 
advocated in these columns the advisability of establishing 
such a route through Barmah into Yunnan, and nothing 
that has been advanced by the opponents of the scheme ap- 
pears to us to impugn either its praticability or the correct- 
ness of our estimates of the results which are likely to flow 
from it. The chief objection that has been raised is that, 
even granting the possibility of establishing such a route, it 
would after all only open up traffic with the impecunious 
Panthays, and would fail to “tap” the trade of China alto- 
gether. At first sight this objection appears plausible, and 
were the question one affecting European countries it would 
be unanswerable. But Chinese ways are not our ways, and 
it by no means follows that because the Panthays are in 
arms against the Imperial forces the trade between the two 
countries must therefore be suspended. So far from this 
being the case there are at the present time recognised 
Custom-housesestablished on the frontier between the kingdom 
of Tali and China, and we have only to remember how little 
our own trade with China was affected by the war of 1860-61 
to prove how entirely mercantile interests are looked upon 
as separate and apart from political enmities by the prac- 
tical-minded Chinaman. It is true that when the rebellion 
first broke out the traffic which had up to that time existed 
between Yunnan and Burmah was suspended, and thatit has 
never been go prosperous since ; but were a strong inducement 
held out,such asa direct trade with British Burmah would offer, 
to Chinese merchants to send their goods once again through 
the accustomed channel, it would, now that the Government 
of Tali has become more established, doubtless revive and 
would soon far exceed the modest half a million sterling an- 
nually which marked its former limit. This state of things 
is 80 completely foreign to the English-official notion of in- 
ternational relations that it is not surprising that the India- 
office should be unwilling to recognise it, and hence the 
meagre hospitality which Prince Hassan and his colleagues 
received whilst in England, a treatment which was more 
keenly felt by them since each morning’s paper brought to 
them news of the high hononrs which were being paid to 
the representatives of their neighbour the King of Burman. 

Another stumbling block which stood in the way of the 
success of Prince Hassan’s mission was the fact that he was 
a Mahommedan, representing a Mahommedan Power. Eng- 
lishmen have so long been accustomed to associate intole- 
rance, bigotry, and defiance with Mahommedan politics and 
religion, that they find it difficult to believe that the teach- 
ings of the Koran bear no such fruit among the peace-loving 
and industrious Chinamen. Their very nature forbids them 
to be fanatical, and consequently in no country in the world 
is greater freedom allowed for the exercise of any and all re- 
ligions than in China, provided always that no leaven of 
hostile politics is introduced, or is believed to be introduced, 
into the doctrines taught. For centuries Buddhists, Taoists, 
Confucianists, Jews and Mahommedans have dwelt together 
on terms of brotherly love, and to this list we might have 
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added Christians, were it not that since the days of the first 
Jesuit missionaries in Peking a suspicion has attached to 
them of entertaining ideas inimical to the State. In the 
numerous memorials which have from time to time been 
presented to the Throne, on the subject of the Mahom- 
medans in China, it has universally been admitted, oven 
by their fiercest opponents that when left to themselves the 
make good citizens and useful members of society. This 
testimony in their favour has received repeated confirmation 
from the evidence of travellers who have visited those parts 
of China where Mahommedans do chiefly congregate. With 
Englishmen the Mahommedans, not only of Yunnan, but of 
China generally, have invariably shown a desire to cultivate 
friendly relations, a disposition which found publio expres- 
sion in Prince Hassan’s Embassy to ourshores, and we are 
glad to accept the departure of Mr. Cooper for Tali as a 
guarantee that our Government is not quite blind to the im- 
portance of this alliance. ; 


Tru Japanese Ambassadors have paid their promised visit 
to Liverpool, and have experienced a warm reception. They 
have inspected the extensive docks and other commercial 
establishments of the city, and have been entertained at 
banquets by the Mayor, and by the Chamber of Commerce, 
On the following day they proceeded to Manchester. It 
is, we believe, quite decided that no Treaty will be nego- 
tiated here by the Foreign-office, but Sir Harry Parxgs will 
have his instructions to carry it out on his return to Yedo. 


Mr. J. F. Lowpsn, it is stated, has resigned the Consular 
Service, and entered the Japanese Customs. We presume 
this is in consequence of the couree pursued by Government, 
in cutting down the superior appointments in the service, as 
we have recently pointed out. 


Taz President of the United States has issued a proclama- 
tion, abolishing all duties on imports from Japan in Japanese 
vessels, so long as Japan observes a similar course with ex- 
ports from the United States. 


Samesuma, the Japanese Charge @ Affaires in Paris, has 
been promoted to the rank of Resident Minister, and has 
presented his credentials to M. Tinks. 


Mr. Watson, H.B.M. Charge d’ Affaires at Yodo, and 
Judge Hornsy had not returned from a cruise in H.M.S. 
Iron Duke when the mail left on 23rd August.

Advices from Manchester report that the feeling of anxiety and 
distrust continues.

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Leggatt and Co., mer. 
chants, of Bombay and London, held on the 30th ult., a resolution 
was passed to liquidate the estate by arrangement, and not in 
bankruptcy ; and Mr. William Hurlbatt, of the firm of Harding, 
Whinney, and Co, was appointed trustee. The liabilities amount 
to £103,878, and assets to £34,999, It was stated that the sus- 
pension was due entirely to the failure of Messrs. Gledstanes and 
Co., acceptances of that house for £104,395, which had been 
covered by consignments by Leggatt and Co., having been dis- 
honoured, and the creditors expressed themselves perfectly satis- 
fied with thé explanations afforded by the firm. The liquidation 
is expected to result in a dividend of about 5s. in the pound on

The Bankruptcy Court has made an ‘order for registration on 
the estate of Messrs. Gledstanes and o., subject to formal proof 
of regularity in the proceedings with regard to the separate 
estates. 

The creditors of Messrs. Shuttleworth and Oo., manufacturers, 
Blackburn, have held a meeting. The statement of accounts 
showed the total liabilities to be £11,744, of which £6,000 was 
secured, and the assets £11,487, including the securities. It was 
unanimously resolved to accept a composition of 15s. in the 
pound, payable at once. A meeting of the creditors of Mr. T. 
Lund, commission agent and merchant, Blackburn, has been held, 
at which the offer agreed to at a previous meeting, of a composi- 
tion of 10s. in the pound, was confirmed. 

The failure is announced of Messrs. William Anderson and 
Sons, sugar brokers and general provision merchants, of Greenock, 
with establishments in other principal towns. The liabilities are 
estimated at £100,000. Mr. Anderson has been arrested and 
brought before the Liverpool magistrates on a charge of forging 
bills for about £10,000 on a Scotch bank. 


’ At an extraordinary meeting of the Eastern Telegraph Com- 
pany, held for the purpose of receiving a report as tothe progress 
of the arrangements for the amalgamation of the Anglo-Mediter- 
ranean, Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta, Falmouth, Gibraltar, and 
Malta, and British Indian Submarine Telegraph Companies, the 
Chairman (Sir James Anderson) said there were certain formalities 
to go through, but the amalgamation was practically accomplished 
The receipts still continued to increase over those of the same 
period of last year. It was proposed in future to hold half-yearly 
meetings, and to publish traffic receipts every month, This would 
have been done before, but the directors did. not wish it to 
be known what each particular section of the line to India 
was doing; now they were one, of course there could be 
no objection.

The directors of the China Submarine Telegraph Company

account of the profits for the three months ending Sept. 30, 1872, 
payable on the 30th inst. The Company have.given notice of an 
increased scale of charges, viz., to China £6 and to Japan £7, for 
twenty words, instead of £4 63. and £5 6s.

Importers have held all kinds of 
Black Tea very firmly, thus in some measure restricting the amount 
of business, whilst, on the other hand, they have continued to force off 
alljarrivals of Green Tea, chiefly under the hammer without reserve, and 
prices show a very serious drop, eapecially in Ping Suey Gunpowders. 
Some considerable parcels of old season's common black-leaf have been 

ressed for sale, the result being the establishment of lower prices. 
usiness for New York and Canada has slackened. Deliveries continue

6d. for common, and 18s. for fair market, at 
which prices there seems some diaposition to continue buying. In 
Japans there is very little new to report; prices are steady, but busi- 
neas is difficult, owing to the scarcity of desirable sorts. Deliveries 
last month were fairly good, being 2,487 Chinas, 684 Cantons, 817 
Japans, and 450 Bengals; total, 4,438 bales. The usual periodical 
public sales are fixed to commence on the 23rd inst. 

Messrs. Kilbara, Kershaw, an:l Co. state that generally the position 
of the market at the present moment is good, although there is so 
little actual business. Stocks in the total are even less than at this 
Manufacturers find 
it somewhat difficult to sell their goods at the moment, but on the 
other hand their stocks of the raw material are light; the course 
of the market as regards prices will now mainly depend upon 
the support which importers may give during the next few weeks 
of heavy arrivals. Messrs. Durant and Co.'s Circular saya :—Prices 
for all good and good medium Silk are fairly supported, the 
change being only perhaps 6d. upon the highest moment, but in the 
lowest classes a reduction of 1s. to 1s. 6d., perhaps even in some few 
cases 21. may now be traced without at present attracting attention. 
The arrivals although considerable are scarcely equal to those of last 
season. The deliveries too of the last three months, although com- 
paring anfavourably with the three corresponding months, are fairly 
good, and leave the stocks to-day identical in aggregate with those of 
last year; so that our figures would scarcely seem to warrant the long 
continued quiet state of market. The cause must rather be sought 
in a general want of confidence and the difficalty manafacturers find 
in the sale of their goods, more or Jess a pecaliarity of the season, but 
in the present case uncomfortably prolonged.

Advices received from Aden, dated Sept. 15, state that the Saltee 
(str.), from Ayr to Singapore, arrived there 13th; she would have to 
effect some slight repairs to her machinery before proceeding.

The Mont Cenis (str.), Hybert, which arrived at London Sept. 26, 
from Manila, reports having experienced on Aug. 21 and 22, when off 
Ras Haffoon, a very severe gale from S.S.W., with heavy cross sea, 
making a clean breach over the ship, filling decks, and washing every 
movable thing off them, capsizing onc of the lifeboats in chocks and 
bilging her; the gale continued with unabated fury for sixteen hours.
